day urged the United Nations 
speedily to equip the Security

method, which seems to be the best “for 
the record,” Marshal Stalin is gradually re- 
vealing some of his more important political 
thoughts to the outside world. Included in 
his recent interview with the Moscow cor- 
respondent of The London Sunday Times 
wag the Russian leader’s statement that he 
“did not believe in the danger of a new war,” 
that he believed “in the possibility of friendly 
and lasting co-operation between the Soviet 
and western democracies,” and that “I am 
confident of the possibility of friendly ‘rela- 
tions between the Soviet and Britain.” Nor 
did the Generalissimo appear to be unduly 
alarmed over the potentialities of the atom 
bomb or what he termed the encirclement of 
his country by any “capitalist-monopolistic” 
oombination, All of which sounded optimis- 
tic and friendly; but almost before the out- 
side world had had sufficient opportunity 
to absorb the Stalin dictum the official 
journalistic organs of the Communist Party 
im Moscow had resumed their attacks on 
the western democracies. 

While the latest “interview,” in which 
the Marsha] answers a series of questions 
put to him by the President of the United 
Press, differs in several detalled respects 
from that obtained by the London journalist, 
the purport is largely the same—an ap- 
parent desire on the part of the head of the 
Soviet state to convince the world of his 
good intentions. It is evident, however, that 
uppermost in his mind at this stage is Mr. 
fshurehill’s concern over the number of Rus- 
sian divisions at present on a war footing 
im eastern Europe. In his remarks during 
the foreign policy debate in the House of 
Commons last week, the former Prime 
Minister asked whether it was, or was not, 
a fact that there were 200 divisions. His 
former colleague of the original “Big Three” 
has now replied that the number is 60 di- 
visions and that these wil] be reduced to 40 
by the end of the year. Which has evoked 
a demand from one London daily that Mr, 
Churchill either substantiate or witlidraw his 
suggestion—although the~ same” newspaper 
tempers this exhortation with the remark 
that “for Stalin to describe Mr. Churchill 
as ‘foremost among the incendiaries of a 
new war’ is to re-echo, in British ears, the 
tone and vocabulary of the Nazis.” In a 
lengthy editorial in The Times of London 
last Thursday, however, we read this ad- 
monition: 


“The closing stages of the debate were over- 
shadowed by Mr. Churchill's question whether it 
is, or is not, a fact that there are more than 200 
Soviet divisions on @ war footing in European 
occupied territory.

The Times further argues that it is no 
exeuse that the Russians first embarked on 
“these melancholy mathematics” by publish- 
ing wildly enaggerated figures of British 
troops in the Middle East. What still re 
mains green in the memories of most Bri- 
tons, on the other hand, is the accuracy 
of Mr. Churehill’s predictions about German 
preparations for Hitler's war. It stands to 
reason, of course, that a world which knows 
how “this great Englishman” led his people 
through “their finest hour” does not regard 
him as a “foremost” figure “among the in- 


ecendiarieg of a new war.” They know he will | 


be the first to applaud Marshal Stalin’s latest 
statement on the number of Soviet divisions 
im eastern Europe, And féw will soon forget 
the eloquence and sincerity of the Prime 
Minister's message to the Russian people 
on a memorable June day in 1941. Mr. Chur 
chill, moreover, regardless of his new par- 
Namentary status, knows better than most 
people how tremendously a lasting accord 
depends upon the peaceful progress of the 
190,000,000 souls who inhabit the Union of 


Sovipt Socialist Republics. 


GIFT FOR HEROES 


OUTH 'AFRICA’S PRIME MINISTER 

Smuts has turned over to Britain's Prime 
Minister Attlee a gift of nearly $4,000,000 as 
a symbol of South Africa’s admiration of 
the British people's conduct during the war. 
The gift carried the stipulation that the 
money be used “for advantage of the British 
people.” 

This generous and significant tribute 
might serve to recall to a great many people 
throughout the world that Britain and her 
citigens did conduct themselves heroically, 
and that they performed a heroic feat. It 
seems incredible that the world should néed 
that reminder, but it apparently does. To- 
day, says a New York commentator, the 
British are being roundly cursed from Mos- 
cow to Chicago, and at a great many of the 
stops between. There is a chorus of con- 
d@emnation of British imperialism, British 
decadence, British cruelty, We are told that 
Winston Churchill ‘ig a reactionary villain. 
that his fellow citizens are generally over- 
bearing and ungrateful, and so on. 

Britain has made some mistakes, perhaps 
as bad a6 the United States or Russia would 


make if they were saddied with the heavy 
Preblems of India and Palestine. But let us 
also remember that if it had not been for 
Mr. Churchill and the British people in 
1940-41, those problems might have been 
settled—by Adolf Hitler. There might have 
been no Jewish immigrants to storm the 
gates of Palestine, and the question of India 
might have been neatly answered by the 
Japs. 

So, concludes the commentator to whom 
we have referred, “it is not necessary to 
approve every British action in order to pay 
the British” people the elementary courtesy 
of remembering their contribution to the 
battle for world freedom.”

In addition to W.P.T.B. subsidies, the 
Department of Agriculture will spend ap- 
proximately $85 millions for such items as 
milk, cheese and butter, amounting to $48.5 
millions; freight assistance on western feed 
grains, $18 millions; wheat for livestock feed, 
$8 millions; premiums on hogs, $5 millions; 
and miscellaneous items, $6 millions. 

The combined subsidies from 1941 to 
March 31, 1947 wilt total $440 millions for 
W.P.T.B.; $375 millions for the Department 
of Agriculture; and $80 millions for bread; 
a total of nearly $900 millions.

SEE THAT THE City Hall has been sounding its usual warn- 

ing to citizens to get on the municipal voters’ list—which 
closes on Thursday, Oct. 31, at 5 p.m. 

Every year, as soon as the autumn begins, this campaign 
to awaken Victorians to a sense of civic responsibility starts. 

And every year, the day after the civic election reveals how 
few people have é¢ither bothered to register or to vote. 

That cycle never seems to change—at least, not in the 
years I have lived in Victoria, I wonder why it is? 

A week ago, the city ratepayers were asked to express their 
views on a matter of vital concern to them—and to post 
FEW TURNED OUT 

T HAD TO DO WITH the proposed sale of the Willows fair 
grounds. There has been so much controversy over this 
quéstion that no one could claim ignorance of its importance. 

I expected to see at least as long a line-up at the Market 
voting booths as you see any day for chocolates or nylons or 
cakes. 

But not a bit of it. When I went down to mark my ballot 
the number of officials out-numbered those who were voting. 

In fact I saw only about three other fellow-voters there beside 
myself—and that was in the early afternoon. 

The result announced the next day showed that out 
eligible 13,000 only 1,785 troubled to turn out and Vote. 

This meant that the sale wag authorized by a mere 1,259-— 
less than 10 per cent of the ratepayers——this being the number 
of those who favored the passage of the by-law. 
‘FLABBINESS AND INERTIA’
